which was last seen 395 miles east 
of Halifax at 2:40 yesterday after- 
noon. 


The search took to the sea and 


air at midnight yesterday when 
the plane, named "Esa" after the 
girl who is sister of one of the 
ilyers and wife of another, on the 
eve of her take-off from Lisbon, 
failed to materialize from 
the- 


darkness. At 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing n Became frantic because it 
was known that at 5 o'clock the 
C35 gallons ol fuel she carried was 
exhausted. 


So plane and sea craft of every 


description swept the sea for signs 
of the awkward and disabled me- 
cbaoieal bird wallowing in the 
ocean. IT is hoped that she.and 
her three intrepid flyers may be

the modern age — birth control, 
prohibition and the present eco- 
nomic system among others — 
tb.ro.ugh the conference gauntlet, 
the annual Ohio conference of the

The conference was to have 


"closed shop" yesterday, but a 
heavy program of unfinished busi- 
ness caused the delegates to stay; 
over for another day. When the 
smoke and dust of the day's bat- 
tles had cleared away, after a ses- 
sion had ran late into the night, 
the conference had taken definite 
stands on the economic situation 
and prohibition, but had tactfully 
remained silent on the birth con- 
trol question. - 


STAND IS GIVEN 


Briefly, the conference stood as 


follows today on the three much- 
mooted questions: 


1. Birth control — efforts of the 


conference committee on reform 
to force through a report sanction- 
ing birth control in extreme cases, 
although censuring 
the practice 


when allowed promiscously, were 
balked with unexpected sudden-.

After Investigation

m anager Charles Beer of Ashland 
today was unexpectedly dism issed 
by Director of 
Agriculture I. S.

Guthery issued a statement de­ 
claring that he had discovered a

EFFECTIVE AT ONCE
